STRONG. THE PREMIER SAID STALIN SIGNED HIS PREWAR PACT WITH HIT 
T@ GAIN TIME. HE SAIB STALIN HAD TOLD HIM AT THE TIME THE PACT \ 


SIGNED: 

“WE°LL HAVE TO FIGHT HITLER. HE WON'T BE SATISFIER WITH WAR 
AGAINST THE WEST.® 

“WHAT WAS THE RESULT?® THE PREMIER ASKED. “NINE HUNDRED MILLION 
PERSONS WERE LIBERATED FROM CAPITALISM. BUT IT WAS TOO HIGH A PRICE 
TO PAY. THAT IS WHY WE ARE AGAINST WAR." 


THE SOVIET LEADER BRIEFLY DISCUSSED THE ISSUES OF GERMANY NOW 
BEFORE THE BIG FOUR FOREIGN MINISTERS CONFERENCE AT GENEVA. HE SHOWED 
NO CHANCE IN THE SOVIET POSITION, PUTTING IT THIS WAY: 

®THEY SAY "LET'S HAVE ELECTIONS.’ WE POINT OUT THERE ARE MANY 
MORE PEOPLE IN WEST GERMANY AND $O THEY WOULD WIN. WE SAY IF EAST 
GERMANY AGREED, ALL RIGHT. IF NOT WE ARE NOT GOINC TO PROMPT 
THEM. ON THE CONTRARY. WE ARE GOING TO SUPPORT THEM.* 

AT THE END OF THE HOUR-LONG SPEECH, KHRUSHCHEV SALD APOLOCETICALLY 
THAT HE TALKED SO LONG BECAUSE "I AM AN OLD MAN. AS LONG AS I AM 
ALLOWED T@ TALK, I TALK.® 

KHRUSHCHEV CANCELED A VISIT TO THE NAZI DEATH CAMP AT OSWIECIM 
(AUSCHWITZ) IN ORDER TO COME HERE FROM NEARBY KATOWICE FOR THE 
MINERS’ CONGRESS. THE VISITING SOVIET PREMIER WAS WELCOMED TO THE 
CONGRESS BY LI CHUN-MING, HEAD OF THE RED CHINESE DELEGATION, WHO 
WAS PRESIDING. LI PRAISED KHRUSHCHEV AS A LEADER “IN THE CAUSE OF 
HUMAN PROGRESS, IN THE GREAT STRUGGLE FOR PEACE." 


LATER, AT A MASS RALLY IN KATOWICE, BOTH KHRUSHCHEV AND POLAND'S 
COMMUNIST CHIEF, WLADYSLAW GOMULKA, ATTACKED WEST GERMAN CHANCELLOR 
KONRAD ADENAUER. 

KHRUSHCHEV SAIB: “ABDENAUER SEEMS TO FOLLOW IN HITLER'S FOOTSTEPS 
AND SEEMS TO HAVE COMPLETELY FORGOTTEN THE LESSON HISTORY TAUCHT 
HITLER, WHO IS NOW DECAYING IN THE EARTH. I SAY TO ADENAUER

OWN HOLE IN THE GROUND.” 


GOMULKA SAID ABDENAUER “STRIVES TO WIN FRANCE FOR HIS POLICIES. 


PRESIDENT (CHARLES) BE GAULLE MAY BE COMPARED TO A BOC WHO BARKS 
LOUDLY BUT IS NEVERTHFLFSS ONLY A TOOTHLESS DOG,°
